in Silver creek in the town of Ripon, Fond du Lac county, from
the old Arcade dam to the Green Lake county line; in the Big
Wolfe river helow the Shawano county line; in the Milwaukee river
from its mouth to 2 point twenty miles inland and in that part of
the Rock river lying in Jefferson and Dodge counties and Beaver
Dam Lake in Dodge county; from the mouth of the Pine river
to the dam at Poy Sippi and from the mouth of Willow creek up
to the dam at Aurorahville, in Waushara county; the Crawfish
river from its mouth up to bridge number four in the town of
Beaver Dam, Dodge county, and in all the streams and rivers flow-
ing into Lake Michigan and Green Bay in that part of such
streams beginning at the mouth and extending ten miles inland.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 399.

AN ACT to create subsection (6) of section 99.07 of the statutes,
relating to a uniform system of accounting by creameries and
cheese factories to patrons, and providing a penalty.
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The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and
assembly, do enact as follows:

SEcTION 1. A new subsection is added to section 99.07 of the
statutes to read: (99.07) (6) Prescribe a form of statement to be
furnished at each regular payment date by every cheese factory,
butter factory, condensery plant or milk receiving plant to any
person from whom milk is purchased or received on a butter-fat
or cheese basis. On and after July 1, 1931, any person, firm or
corporation in charge of such cheese factory, butter factory, con-

densery plant or milk receiving plant who shall fail to furnish -

- such statement to every person from whom milk is so purchased or
received shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction
thereof shall be fined not less than twenty-five dollars nor more
than one hundred dollars.

AN ACT to amend subsection (30) of section 60.29 of the stat-
utes, relating to assessments for improvements in villages.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and
assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioN 1. Subsection (30) of section 60.29 of the statutes is
amended to read: (60.29) (30) Whenever the town board may have
been authorized by resolution of the town meeting adopted pur-
suant to subsection (12) of section 60.18 of the statutes to exer-
cise the powers relating to villages and conferred on village boards,
and it shall in the exercise of such powers determine to provide
in any unincorporated village in said town any convenience or
public improvement, including the lighting of streets, * * *
then the cost thereof shall be assessed upon all property within the
boundaries of the unincorporated village, and that all assessments
heretofore made upon the property in any unincorporated village
and for any such convenience and improvement, including the
lighting of the streets, shall be valid, provided the town meeting
of any such town shall have adopted a resolution pursuant to sub-
section (12) of section 60.18 of the statutes authorizing the town
